I1C5  cases  the  source  was  wells  and  in  1  case  from  a  rain 
water  system,  2  of  which  were  improved  by  cleaning  out. 

In  3  oases  the  conditions  were  improved,  in  2  cases  the 
use  of  the  water  was  restricted  and  in  the  case  of  the  rain 
water  system  the  defect  was  rectified.
